DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

Claims 9 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rosaen (4569233) in view of Plagens (5694040). Rosaen discloses Hall effect sensor 
32 (32 inherently being on a stationary member to keep it stationary), movable member 
18, sensor 32 being stationary, voltage signal indicative of the position of 18 and 32, V/l 
converter 36, indicator 40. However, Rosaen does not disclose the sensor being 
responsive to a supply voltage signal. . Plagens discloses that Hall effect elements are 
connected to a voltage supply to generate a voltage output of the Hall effect elements. 
See Plagens' Fig.2. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to modify Rosaen by supplying a voltage to the Hall effect element 
32 in order to generate the output voltage 34. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 and 17-20 are allowed. 

Claims 10-13 and 15-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
